LOVING IN DEED AND IN TRUTH 
BY VISITING 


1. Widows and Orphans. James 
1:27, “Pure religion and undefiled be- 
fore God and the father is this, TO 
VISIT THE FATHERLESS and WI- 
DOWS IN THEIR AFFLICTION.” 
James meant more here than a mere 
social call and having a brief chat. 
That is what we usually mean by visit- 
ing, but that is not the meaning at- 
tached here. The full meaning of a 
Bible VISIT is to go and see what one 
needs and provide that need. You 
have not visited as the Bible states un- 
til you do this. Just to go and state 
that you love by word and tongue is 
not a Bible visit. A Bible visit is to go 
and state your love in word and 
tongue and manifest it by deed and 
truth. 

LET ME EXPLAIN: A poor, hungry 
widow and children with no husband 
and father to provide for them, is 
visited in a social way, by a good (?) 
church sister. You find her form 
gaunt for lack of food and the chil- 
dren crying for bread. YOU THEN 
PROPOSE TO OBEY THE BIBLE 
VISIT OF PURE AND UNDEFILED 
RELIGION by throwing your arms 
around her and loving in word and 
tongue thus: “My poor, poor dear,” you 
say, then draw her to you, kiss her 
fevered brow, and look on the starving 
children and say, “Oh, how I love you, 
poor children.” After a few other re- 
marks you leave and go home where 
you have a cupboard full of good 
things to eat. You eat a steak dinner 
and lie down on an ivory bed feeling 
at ease and satisfied that you have 
made the visit of pure and undefiled 
religion. Do you feel that that silly 
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talk manifested the love of God? 
How about this? Another goes to 
the same place and after sympathy 
and greetings says, “God is love; He 
will provide,” and hurries home and 
drives over a milk cow and brings 
clothes and food for them. Which was 
a Bible visit? I’ll tell you which the 
woman and children believe visited 
the Bible way. Not the one that mere- 
ly used the tongue, but the one who 
said it IN DEED AND IN TRUTH. 


2. Prisoners and the Sick. Matt. 
25:35, 36. A close study of the familiar 
charge against the goats, and the ex- 
planation of the visits of the sheep 
will show that their visits were not 
mere trips to a dreary prison or to 
some sick room, but it was giving meat 
when some were hungry, a drink of 
cool water to the thirsty, providing 
clothes for the naked and a place to 
stay for strangers. The prisons of that 
day were cold and very little water and 
food were given to the prisoners, so to 
visit was not merely a JAIL SERVICE 
of a few songs of divine love and a 
brief message on their rascality, but 
was a visit that robed, warmed, 
watered, and provided the prisoners’ 
needs. Amen.

SOME PERSONAL EXPERIENCES OF 
LOVING IN TONGUE AND LOVING 
IN DEED 


1. State Overseer in ——. In a cer- 
tain state, an overseer visited a church 
after a siege of sickness. He was greet- 
ed warmly by members and pastor. 
They shook his hand and hugged his 
neck to the extent that it seemed his 
neck would break, and surely he must 
have felt that this part was much over- 
emphasized. This overseer was so weak 
in body that he couldn’t finish his 
message without sitting down in a 
chair. The crowd sat there and drank 
in the message with their mouths open 
like young birds being fed earthworms. 
The benediction was said and they 
crowded around the overseer and loved 
him in word and tongue, but in deed 
and in truth they let him drive three 
hundred miles home with no invita- 
tion to spend the night. After driving 
awhile, this overseer became so sleepy 
that he drove into a filling station and 


asked to park his car near-by and went 
to sleep, being exhausted. He slept 
until being awakened with cold some 
two hours later, and started his car 
and completed his homeward journey. 
When he arrived home, his wife did 
not spend the rest of the day loving 
in word and by tongue, but im- 
mediately prepared her husband a 
nice warm meal and put him ina 
clean warm bed and kept quiet while 
the tired sick brother rested and slept. 
THAT WIFE LOVED HIM IN DEED 
AND IN TRUTH. 


2. A Certain Church in ——. An 
evangelist went to a certain church 
in —— for a revival. On his arrival, he 


found a pastor and wife apologizing 
for not being able to provide better en- 
tertainment, also expressing fear that 
the evangelist wouldn’t receive much 
support for the revival as their sup- 
port had been very small, After a few 
nights’ preaching and visiting the 
members’ homes in the daytime, it was 
observed that most of the members 
owned their own home. They had 
them furnished fairly well and usually 
had several hundreds of canned goods 
in their pantries. They seemed to have 
plenty of preacher-food running 
around in the yards; NAMELY, THE 
ESSENCE OF SOUTHERN FRIED 
CHICKEN. They dressed in clothes 
nice enough for anyone and had cars 
and trucks to ride in to church. It was 
the first year of the pastor’s launch- 
ing out into full-time ministry and 
the members expressed appreciation 
for him and family. They said he was 
no Paul in the pulpit yet he seemed 
to be a John in his home and the 
community. This was much better 
than the last one they had as they 
seemed to think he was somewhat of a 
Judas. The former pastor. being 
forced by the circumstances, had 
worked most of the time, supplying 
the needs of his good wife and four 
children, and that at twenty cents an 
hour, the best he could do. It was 
along in the summer and he had not 
been able to buy many clothes, thus 
he wore heavy pen-check trousers to 
church. The evangelist had four suits, 
with two pair of trousers to each suit. 
He would have gladly given the pastor

60,000 in Virginia Classes in 
Religion 
RICHMOND, Va. — (RNS) — Sixty 


thousand Virginia school children are 
now enrolled in religious education 
classes offered through the public 
schools, it was reported by the Depart- 
ment of Christian Education of the 
Virginia Council of Churches. Eighty- 
five full-time instructors are em- 
ployed. A certain amount of opposi- 
tion to establishing classes in Dan- 
ville faded, and after two months 93 
per cent of all pupils in the grades in 
which they were offered have been 
enrolled.

World Co-operation 

Evangelicals in this country who are 
alert to the dangers of modernism will 
ke glad to know that there exists to- 
day in most Eastern countries nation- 
al movements among believers which 
are in the process of crystalization 
into organizations similar to NAE. 

Ever since the cessation of hostili- 
ties, our national office has been in 
correspondence with our brethren in 
Europe regarding this matter. Several 
months ago a committee was organ- 
ized in Great Britain under the lead- 
ership of Dr. Martin Lloyd Jones, suc- 
cessor to G. Campbell Morgan in West- 
minister Chapel. Our former President, 
Dr. Harold J. Ockenga, went with Mr. 
John Bolten in the spring of 1946 to 
convey our greetings and information 
regarding the development of the 
movement in America. About the same 
time, Rev. T. Christie Innes of our 
Board made an extensive tour of Great 
Britain with the same _ objectives. 
These visits served to arouse interest 
in many sections. Definite plans for 
national organization are well under 
way. We understand a convention rep- 
resentative of all interests will be 


called in the autumn of 1947. 

It was my privilege to confer with 
evangelical leaders in England, Scot- 
land, Wales, France, Holland, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, and Germany dur- 
ing my recent journey to Europe. 
Leaders from several other countries 
attended these meetings. In all coun- 


tries visited, committees are actively, 


functioning already or are in process 
of formation. 

It has been the suggestion of our 
NAE leaders visiting Europe that each 
country form its own NAE as an au- 
tonomous national organization hav- 
ing no organic connection with NAE 
in America. We have advised the adop- 
tion of the American statement ot 
faith. We have also expressed our 
hope that the major policies of NAE 
shall be adapted and adopted by the 
European groups. 

NAE is also spreading to many 
countries in South America and the 
Orient. It seems probable that every 
nation in the world will eventually 
have its own organization. 

The next phase of the work inter- 
nationally will be to devise some plan 
for co-operation between these na- 
tional groups. Interest in the plan- 
ning ot an international conzress of 
evangelicals is already in evidence. 
Perhaps it can be brought about in 
the summer of 1948. In Europe, Switz- 
erland is universally favored as the lo- 
cation of the proposed meeting. — J.

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Jesus Visits the Gadarenes Once, and Again 


The story of Jesus’ visit to the Gad- 
arenes on the east side of the Sea of 
Galilee is both very interesting and 
very insiructive. Matthew says “Ger- 
gesenes,” but these terms here seem 
to be interchangeable and have refer- 
ence to the same people and place. 

The central figure of the story is 
the demon-possessed man. According 
tc Matthew, he was exceedingly fierce 
so that even travelers were in danger 
when passing that way. According to 
Mark, time and again he had been 
bound with chains and fetters but he 
would break them all. Mark further 
mentions that efforts to tame him were 
also in vain. Luke says he was out 
of the city, probably his original home 
and where he had been bound many 
times in efforts to control him. Each 
of the three writers says his dwelling 
was in the tombs. Mark mentions his 
being in the mountains and tombs. 
Luke says he wore no clothes and nei- 
ther abode in any houce. 

One can easily picture a scene in 
that locality. Children would be at 
play in the evening. Suddenly there 
would be a wild, weird cry from the 
tombs in the mountains..The children 
would instantly stop their play and 
ran to their homes. The mothers would 
turn pale, knowing full well the dan- 
ger. The men would gather with sol- 
emn faces and talk about what was 
best to do, and then with grim deter- 
mination decide that at early dawn, 
or perhaps that same night they would 
try once more to conquer the mad 
man. With better fetters and stronger 
chains they would go and find the 
man, and grapple with him and bind 
him. But before their bewildered gaze, 
in his superhuman strength and sa- 
tanic power, he would break the fet- 
ters and chains and be gone. 
‘Perchance a stranger would come 
by. The good people would warn him 
to go another way, as it was danger- 
ous to go past where the wild man was. 

But Jesus came one day and, as He 
approached, the demons in the man 
recognized Him and their first thought 
seems to have been fear of coming 
torment, because immediately they 
asked that they be not tormented now 
before their time. Then they made 
another request. There was a large herd 
of about two thousand swine feeding 
on the mountain and the demons asked 
permission to enter the swine. Jesus 
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granted permission and the whole 
herd rushed into the lake and per- 
ished. 

According to Mark, Jesus asked his 
name, and he answered, saying “My 
name is Legion: for we are many.” 
Some have said that there must have 
been two thousand demons, one for 





each hog. But this need not have been 
because if a part of the hogs were pos- 
sessed, the rest would have joined in 
the wild stampede. 

An important question that is raised 
in our minds is why did Jesus grant 
their request? Satan is the archenemy 
of our Lord and opposes everything 
holy and good. Then why did Jesus 
grant his request? Surely not to try 
to win favor in this new field. Jesus 
did not hope that by granting this re- 
quest the devil would be more friendly. 
No, I am sure Jesus did not hope for 
any lessening of Satanic opposition. 

This is not the first time Satan has 
asked for and been granted permission 
to do some certain thing. Turn back 
to the book of Job and read where God 
granted Satan permission not only to 
destroy property but to take lives, also. 
God wanted to do a work in Job’s life 
that He could not do until the property 
was out of the way and He could have 
Job’s undivided attention. I -Lelieve 
the reason is the same here. I think 
the reasons are parallel. We will speak 
of this later. 

I might mention here that some 
have maintained that the swine own- 
ers were Jews and since it was con- 
trary to the Jewish law for them to 
raise hogs, Jezus destroyed them. But, 
according to good authority, this was 
not the case. Notes in the Thompson 
Bible say the Gadarenes—Gergesenes 
—were a people living on the east of 
the Sea of Galilee. 

Jessie Lyman Hurlbut in his Bible 
Atlas says Gadara and Gerasa are 
cities of Decapolis. And that Decapolis 
was ten confederated Greek cities in 
Palestine, which, though surrounded 
by a Jewish population. preserved 
their heathen character and were pro- 
tected by the Roman Government. 

The keepers of the swine fled and 
told koth in the city and the country 
what had taken placs. Then the 
people came. Matthew says the whole 
city came out to see Jesus. Luke says 
the whole multitude of the country of 
the Gadarenes round about came. And 
they beheld Jesus and the man sitting 
clothed at the feet of Jesus and in his 
right mind. Also, there was the great 
financial loss of the swine. Everything 
was new and strange to them—this 
Stranger of Galilee and what He had 
done.

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Whose 
Image ‘

“And he saith unto them, Whose is 
this image and superscription?” Matt. 
22:20. 


In this instance, the Pharisees sent 
their disciples, with some of the Hero- 
dians, to try, through the art of flat- 
tery, to catch our Lord in a snare. The 
question is not one of just the coin 
alone, but of loyalty and service. They 
came to Jesus with the question as to 
whether or not it was lawful to pay 
tribute to Caesar. Their mission was 
not one of seeking light, but one of 
trying to entangle the Master in His 
words. Jesus asked to see the coin. 
When He asked whose image was on 
it, they answered, “Caesar’s.” Then 
Jesus said, “Render therefore unto 
Caesar the things which are Caesar’s; 
and unto God the things that are 
God’s.” 

Let us consider ourselves as God’s 
coinage. “As is the earthy, such are 
they also that are earthy: and as is 
the heavenly, such are they also that 
are heavenly. And as we have borne 
the image of the earthy, we shall also 
bear the image of the heavenly,” 1 
Cor. 15:48, 49. “And God said, Let us 
make man in our image, after our 
likeness,” Gen. 1:26. 

Now, if we really are God’s coinage, 
we will bear His likeness; but it ap- 
pears to me that if there ever was 
anything that would make God hide 
His eyes it would be to look upon some 
of His coinage today, trying to im- 
print Caesar on one side. You may 
say, “I never miss a midweek prayer 
meeting or Sunday service.” That is 
fine, but do you ever slip over on the 
devil’s playground in between times? 
According to 2 Cor. 11:14, Satan him- 
self is transformed into an angel of 
light. He will pull the wool over your 
eyes and cause you to see no harm in 
the little things, but it is the little 
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fox that spoils the vine. If we are God’s 
coinage, is His image there? 

After the fall of man, and sin had 
entered the lives of God’s creation, 
there came upon the human family a 
defacement. The first-born image 
faded away; sin and shame caused 
them to hide their faces from God 
and fellow workers. Today the degra- 
dation of sin is stamping its image on 
the lives of the human family, both 
the youth and the old. Not only on the 
sinner, but saddest of all the devil is 
stamping the likeness of the earthy 
on many who once seemed to know 
God, and is endeavoring to remove 
the image of the heavenly. I believe 
that God still has thousands who 
have never bowed to Baal, but you 
know what I say is true. 


The time was, and not too far dis- 
tant, when you could tell a Christian 
sister wherever you saw her, but what 
of today? Sometimes you have to hear 
her testify to know if she even makes 
a profession. I know, in the birth of 
a certain holiness movement, a citizen 
of the town remarked, “I have seen 
two holiness movements come to our 
town, each holding a high standard, 
but they dropped it. Now I am watch- 
ing yours.” You are being watched by 
the professor as well as_ the sinner, 
and they know if you are bearing the 
likeness. Some say their religion is in 
the heart and not in their manner of 
dress; yet the Word says that from 


the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh. I am persuaded to 
believe that out of the abundance of 
the heart actions proceed. If Christ 
dwells in the temples, surely His will 
is not that the outside should bear 
the likeness of Caesar. The tree is 
known by its fruit, not by its sap. If 
we are Church of God, let us be 
Church of God from head to toe. 
Some say they can’t buy dresses with 
long sleeves and of respectable length. 
When you want them to be different 
bad enough, you will buy material 
and get someone to sew them for you. 
I know of many who at one time were 
ashamed to remove their coats with 
a three-quarter-length sleeve, but to- 
day they have them not more than 
three inches from the shoulder. What 
is the matter—did God change His 
Word? No, it is the likeness of Caesar 
appearing more clearly to deface the 
coinage of God. 

We _ should hold that standard 
higher instead of dropping it for some 
excuses. Christ died to redeem men 
and women from their sins; not in 
sin, but from the likeness of such. 
May God help us_ to be on the alert 
and keep under the blood of Jesus, 
and, as David said, to keep God’s 
Word hidden in our hearts that we 
might not sin against Him. Jesus 
knew the coin by the image it bore. 
God help us to be known by the image 
of His likeness.

4:11-13, “And he gave some, 
apostles; and some, prophets; and 
some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; for the perfecting of 
the saints, for the work of the minis- 
try, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ: till we all come to the unity of 
the faith, and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the 
fulness of Christ.”

This greatest question ever asked 
by an inquiring soul was asked by 
the Philippian jailor, on Paul’s second 
missionary journey, which brought 
him for the first time to the conti- 
nent of Europe. Here he had en- 
countered several varied experiences. 
Through it all he had the consolation 
of knowing that God was with him, 
for we notice in the sixth verse where 
he was forbidden of the Holy Ghost 
to preach the Word in Asia, and the 
seventh verse, when they attempted 
to go to Bithynia. 

Being unlike some careless minister, 
desiring an excuse for not preaching, 
he still sought the guidance of the 
Holy Ghost, and in the night vision 
saw the man of Macedonia beckoning 
and saying, “Come over into Mace- 
donia, and help us.” Immediately he 
knew that God was calling him to 
this field, and took a ship for Mace- 
donia and journeyed to the chief 
city, Philippi. 

While here he met Lydia, the seller 
of purple, whose whole household was 
converted, baptized, and became host 
to the missionaries, so that it has 
been said that the man of Macedonia 
was the woman, Lydia, in the prayer 
meeting by the riverside. At least, she 
was the first convert. It was the im- 
pact of the repercussion of his second 
convert’s conversion that laid the 
scene for our lesson. The young 
woman, the soothsayer, the fortune- 
teller, who naturally, having the devil 
cast out of her by the apostle Paul, 
was unable to carry on for her 
masters. Thus, immediately these 
men, seeing their business slipping 
from them, became overly religious, 
or at least they manifested great 
loyalty to their government. They be- 
ceme especially interested in the 
teaching of customs and things law- 
ful for the Romans; in fact, any ex- 
cuse in order to wreak out vengeance 
upon these blessed men of God. The 
magistrates, confronted with the 
story, rent their clothes and com- 
manded to beat the missionaries. 
This was Paul’s third time to receive 
such scourgings. 

Our words are so futile to under- 
take to describe the sufferings of the 
apostle Paul. He had a frail body and 
sensitive nerves, no doubt; and his 
being beaten with rods and scourges, 
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What Must I 


we today are just unable to feature. 
We shudder to think of the awful 
flogging, the blood-curdling flogging, 
which he and Silas underwent at 
this time. Then, with their backs 
bleeding, they were placed in a cell 
in the inner prison. With their bruises 
unattended, in that cold, damp, un- 
esanitary prison, they had to suffer 
to make it possible for a soul to be 
delivered. There they sat in a cramped 
position, with the stinch of the filth 
of that prison filling their nostrils, 
and pains darting to a fevered brain 
which recorded the suffering from 
each breath they drew. These men, 
in the black darkness of midnight, 
began to sing. They had prayed--how 
could they sing? It seems that the 
soul has a way of freeing itself from 
the sufferings of the body; you, no 
doubt, have experienced such a feel- 
ing. In your deepest sorrow there 
comes an indescribable joy which 
claims first place in your being. 

God will answer prayer; His answer 
is real, definite, and powerful. This 
time it came as an earthquake; it 
shook the whole place, and prized the 
doors off the hinges; the stocks were 
opened, the chains fell off, and the 
prisoners were freed. The _  jailor 
suddenly awakened, saw the prison 
doors open, drew out his sword, and 
would have killed himself, for he be- 
lieved the prisoners had fled and the 
only honorable thing for him to do 
was to take his life, but Paul cried 
with a loud voice, saying, “Do thyself 
no harm: for we are all here.” Yes, 
and the Lord was there, too. The 
jailor called for a light and came 
trembling and fell down before Paul 
and Silas. He brought them out and 
said, “Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?” The jailor, faced with the 
realities of a soul out of harmony 
with God, cried in His despair, “What 
must I do?” 

This is the momentous question 
about which too many people give 
no concern. This man saw his need, 
he was interested, he was sincere, he 
was emotional.

want everything so nice and quiet and 
easy, and, they say, beautiful. No 
doubt, if a cold, formal, modernistic 
preacher were placed in Paul’s stead, 
he would say, “Calm yourself; be 
quiet; get on out of the building be- 
fore a recurring shock causes the 
building to fall on you.” Or, perhaps 
he would recommend that he change 
his environment; get into a more de- 
lightful work. As a jailor, he was 
thrown with the lower class of people. 
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If it were some of these modern 
college professors, he would recom- 
mend that the man go to college and 
be trained and skilled in the various 
sciences and arts, and think through 
his religion without emotion. But 
listen to the words of this jailor, 
“Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” 


There are the “must” things in life, 
which have precedence in all of our 
thinking. Frankly, there was nothing 
he could do to save himself. The only 
thing left for him to do was to believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ. There are 
those who would have you believe 
that your good deeds will balance your 
evil deeds, and if you sin and you are 
honest and pay your debts, doing 
enough to stay out of jail, those good 
deeds will be counted to your credit 
and counterbalance any misdeeds; so 
it would be a do religion with them. 
But the apostle assigned the right 
prescription to this case, for it is not 
what we do, but it is what Christ does 
for us. Christ is the key to the situ- 
ation; “only believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” It 
is this faith, so simple that a way- 
faring man, though he were a fool, 
shall not err therein; but this sim- 
plicity appears so meaningless to 
many that they feel there is some- 
thing great they yet must do. Jesus 
asked the blind man, “Dost thou be- 
lieve on the Son of God?” It is faith 
as simple and true as that of the 
woman who approached Jesus and 
said, “If I may but touch his garment, 
I shall be whole.” As the centurion 
approached Jesus to come and heal 
his servant, he said, “Speak the word 
only, and my servant shall be healed.” 
Jesus healed the servant and said of 
this man, “I have not found so great 
faith, no, not in Israel.” 


Jesus spoke of a little faith, more 
faith, and great faith. We are told in 
Hebrews that “without faith it is im- 
possible to please him: for he that 
cometh to God must believe that he 
is, and that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him.” 


There are different degrees of faith; 
nevertheless, “faith is the substance 
of things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen.” Faith implies ex- 
plicit confidence, sincere trust. You 
have faith in your wife that she will 
keep her promise, thus you trust her 
and kave comfort and consolation. 
You have faith in your banker; you 
trust him with all your money. You 
believe the mighty ship will cross the 


ocean and land safely on the other 
side; you are willing to trust yourself 
in the care of the great  ship’s 
management. You believe the air- 
plane will take you from one city to 
another; you purchase a ticket and 
secure passage, trusting the pilot 
to land you safely. One fellow said 
he would fly as high as anyone as 
long as he could keep one foot on the 
ground. He surely did not fully trust. 


While men place their faith in these 
things I have mentioned, they some- 
times fail; but if we place our whole- 
hearted trust in the eternal truth of 
God, all heaven stands behind the 
guarantee. Heaven and earth will pass 
away, but His Word will not pass 
Praise God for confidence in that 
blessed Word! I want you to think 
of the results there. The jailor said, 
“What must I do to be saved?” 


SAVED 


Saved from sin, and the eternal 
consequences of sin. “Saved from all 
that is gathered up in the word 
‘hell,’ and from all that is gathered 
up in the word ‘self.’ You are not 
your own; you are a creature of 
God’s. Your first duty is to love, trust, 
and obey God. To help you, God has 
made His will known with sanctions. 
Do you think He will fail to keep His 
sanctions? His ‘law is holy; His com- 
mandment is holy and just, and 
good’; and ‘the soul that sinneth shell 
die.’ Moreover, you are as one stricken 
with a foul disease, the leprosy of 
sinfulness. You need to be saved from 
a foulness that pollutes you, from de- 
lusions which vainly seek to shatter 
you, and from bondages which you 
are powerless to break. How can a 
man be just before God, a sinful man 
be clean in the presence of his Maker? 
Verily you need to be saved.”—Pulpit 
Commentary.

We 
have been permitted to have enough 
and to spare. 

I am sure that all of us are grateful 
to God for the splendid cooperation 
the War Relief Commission of N.A.E. 
has given us in getting relief to the 
Lausters. We are printing below a 
copy of Brother Frank D. Lombar’s 
letter to the Executive Missions Secre- 
tary dated November 19, so that you 
may be informed concerning this mat- 
ter. 

I am sure that our suffering people 
in Germany have gratefully received 
these goods which are worth thou- 
sands of dollars. You will notice from 
the letter that one hundred packages 
were being sent to Germany. Each of 
these packages weighs thirty pounds 
and includes food, shoes and other 
articles of clothing. In addition to 
these, we are sending other packages 
regularly. These contain salt pork and 
dried foods which are especially packed 
for shipment to Europe. This is really 
one world for the Christian. The body 
of Christ is united in one throughout 
this world. When one member suffers, 
we all suffer likewise. 

We, in the Foreign Missions Depart- 
ment, wish to ask that all our people 
respond to the support of the great 
Christian service of relief. We appre- 
ciate our own War Relief Commission 
of the N.A.E. God is smiling upon our 
combined efforts to feed the hungry, 








clothe the cold and support the weak. 
Our editor, Rev. J. H. Walker, has in- 
formed our readers of this work and 
the part we all may play to promote it. 





“Dear Brother Brinsfield: 

“Your kind letter of November 7 is 
received and we are ordering 100 pack- 
ages of food for Rev. Herman Lauster, 
Krehwinkel near Schorndor, Wuertt- 
burg, Germany, in line with the infor- 
mation you gave us. We are very 
pleased to help your fine people in 
any way we can, and deeply appreciate 
the effective cooperation you have 
given us. 

“We are also supplying Brother Con- 
stantinides in Athens with fifty food 
packages, and would appreciate hear- 
ing from him as to their delivery and 
if the transaction is entirely satisfac- 
tory to them. This will give us a check 
on our purchases through the Greek 
War Relief Association which has a 
food stock pile in Athens to fill such 
orders, and it is only by hearing di- 
rectly from the recipients that we 
have our own reports on the transac- 
tion. 

“Your check for one hundred dollars 
($100.00) has been forwarded to our 
Treasurer in Philadelphia, from whom 
you will receive an official receipt. 
Thank you for this further expression 
of helpfulness. 

“You will be interested to know 
that our whole relief progress—both 
clothing and food—continues to ex- 
pand and the Lord continues to bless 
it with both relief goods and funds to 
carry on the work. We give Him all the 
praise and thank Him daily for rais- 
ing up His people to carry out His 
command.

Mark says they were afraid. Luke 
says they were taken with a great fear. 
They looked and wondered and mar- 
veled at this Stranger of Galilee and 
what He had done. 

Matthew says they besought Jesus 
to depart out of their coasts. Mark 
says they began to pray Him to depart 
out of their coasts. Luke says the 
whole country of the Gadarenes 
round about besought Him to depart. 

Please notice that they besought 
Him to depart—they prayed Him to 
depart. “Beseech” means to entreat; 
to implore; to beg for earnestly. 
“Pray” means to ask earnestly; to ask 
with humility and reverence. There is 
nothing to indicate resentment, en- 
mity, revenge or ill feeling of any kind, 
but only as we have mentioned, great 
fear. They did not know what this 
Stranger of Galilee might do next. 

As Jesus prepared to leave, the 
healed man asked to go along. But 
Jesus bade him go and tell what the 
Lord had done for him. 

So Jesus went quietly away for 
a time but left His messenger. 

And will you please notice where the 
man went? Mark 5:20, “And he de- 
parted, and began to publish in De- 
capolis how great things the Lord had 
done for him: and all men did mar- 
vel.” 

And marvel I should think they 
would! These same men who had 
bound him with fetters and chains 
time and time again would sit in mute 
astonishment as he told the wondrous 
story. These same mothers who had 
often turned pale with fear would lis- 
ten with wrapt attention as he told of 
his deliverance. The children, who had 
run with fear as they heard his wild, 
weird cry, would now stand in wide- 
eyed wonder at this man so tender 
and kind. And in the crowd, perhaps 
making up a large part of it, were 
those who had suffered such financial 
loss, perhaps all their living, in the 
herd of swine. How many times he told 
the story we do not know; over how 
much territory he traveled we do not 
know; how many people listened to 
him we do not know. But Mark says 
all men did marvéi—just four words, 
—“All men did marvel.” But that is 
enough. 

THEN JESUS CAME AGAIN 


Seems we never hear of Jesus’ return 
visit. But the story of the first visit is 
so incomplete without the second. 
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Notice Mark 7:31, “And again, de- 
parting from the coasts of Tyre and 
Sidon, he came unto the sea of Gali- 
lee, through the coasts of Decapolis.” 
Please remember that Mark told us in 
5:20 that the healed man gave his 
testimony in Decapolis. The rest of 
the chapter tells of the healing of one 
man. But chapter eight tells of the 
feeding of four thousand. 

Now please turn to Matthew 15. No- 
tice in the twenty-first verse that 
He is up near Tyre and Sidon. In the 
twenty-ninth verse He leaves and goes 
to a mountain near the Sea of Galilee. 
This is parallel with Mark 7:31. Re- 
member, the demon-possessed man 
and the swine were on the mountain. 
Finish the chapter and notice the 
marvelous, marvelous, marvelous mir- 
acles, as well as the feeding of the four 
thousand.

communion rail. I could hear the 
agony and the tears in his voice as he 
pleaded with God for that great gold- 
mining city that he might lead souls 
to God. He had been praying all night, 
and he had fasted and prayed all day. 

I crept to where he lay. I knelt by 
his prostrate form and put my hand 
on his shoulder. It was wet with sweat. 
He had never seen me before but he 
looked up for a moment and said, 
“Pray with me, brother. I cannot live 
if this town does not turn to God.” He 
had been there about three weeks 
without conversions. ...I knelt with 
him and prayed with him, and he 
opened his heart to God and pleaded 
as I never had heard a man plead. I 
went to my office, awed, humbled, 
trembling. That night I went to the 


great church where he preached. No 
one knew he had had no food all day 
and no sleep the night before, but 
when he rose in church I heard 
some say, “What an unearthly light 
is on his face.” It is true, he was a 
great Bible teacher, not an evangelist, 
but that night as he preached, some- 
thing happened and the whole place 
broke beneath the power of God. That 
was the first great ingathering of 
souls I had ever witnessed.

one but he was a little man and the 
pastor was a big one. 

The evangelist preached a few 
nights with no results. The pastor en- 
deavored to get him an offering and 
after several minutes of pleading 
managed to get a small offering. The 
evangelist arose and asked the pastor 
to sit down, please. This he reluctantly 
did. The evangelist then said, “I am 
now going to ask for an offering for 
your pastor. I cannot preach the love 
of God with four suits of clothes and 
my brother with only a pen-check pair 
of pants and them badly worn. If this 
church wants God to give you a re- 
vival and this community be stitred, 
then give me enough money to buy 
your pastor a suit, and clothing he 
needs, and his wife a nice dress, and 
needed apparel also—and then your 
children will get saved.” At this, tears 
began to fall all around. The pastor 
was crying, the evangelist was crying, 
men and women were crying. They 
quit loving in word and tongue and be- 
gan to love in deed and truth. They 
gave enough to dress that pastor and 
wife well. Conviction seized the lost, the 
altar filled with hungry seekers. Old 
and young wept their way to Calvary. 
The evangelist was well cared for and 
at the close of the next two weeks a 
baptismal service was held miles away, 
but the riverside was covered with 
people as fourteen followed their Lord 
in the watery grave, to rise and walk 
in newness of life. It was the first re- 
vival that had been in that country in 
years. 

Don’t expect your pastor to eat and 
wear word and tongue material, but 
show him your love in DEED AND 
TRUTH. 


3. A Certain Young Pastor in——. 
I am acquainted with a young pastor 
who was pastoring a church with a 
limited amount of support. He visited 
a family that moved near his church, 
and invited them to Sunday School. 
They told him they would come, and 
did for a few times. Later, he noticed 
these people weren’t coming as before. 
A drive over to see why these people 
had ceased coming to church and to 
invite them out to the revival he was 
conducting at that time in his church, 
revealed that the house was empty 
and on inquiry from the neighbors 
found where they had moved. He 
drove on to another location and he 
found it to be a poorer section of 
town. The weather was cool and upon 
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entering the house the pastor ob- 
served the children without shoes on 
their feet. The father was sick in bed 
and the mother’s face showed the 
strain of anxiety. After talking a few 
minutes, the young pastor said, “Sis- 
ter ——, please do not feel that I am 
too inquisitive, but would you mind 
telling me why your children are not 
in school?” With embarrassment, this 
mother replied, “Brother ——, I re- 
gret to tell you but the children don’t 
have shoes, and the clothes on their 
backs are all they have. Hushband’s 
sickness has kept me home and I do 
not know what I am going to do for 
food, much less clothes.” The young 
pastor then said, “Do you have a pen- 
cil and paper and would you give me 
the names and ages of your chil- 
dren?” The mother said, “Yes,” and 
she gave him the list. The young pas- 
tor dismissed himself and went home 
to the parsonage. He found a large 
box, went to the cabinet and emptied 
it of all that he could find that was 
edible. He placed this box of food in 
his car and drove down in town to a 
department store and asked for the 
owner, who was a very good friend of 
his, He said, “Mr. ——, I have a family 
who is in need. Here is a list of their 
ages. Please have one of your clerks 
to get complete outfits together for 
each listed name. I don’t have any 
money but place the charges on my 
bill. I will pay you later.” The owner 
gave twenty per cent off and charged 
the young pastor with the rest. The 
clothes and food were then taken to 
this needy family, so the mother 
could send the children to school. The 
pastor left, giving them an invitation 


to the revival meeting. That night the 
mother and the children were on the 
front seat, the boys with their new 
overalls and the girls with their new 
dresses and shoes. The young pastor 
told not one of his members but as he 
preached that night he could look 
over the pulpit at his congregation 
and shout, “I love you people,” and 
there on the front bench was a worn 
mother and her children, fixed up 
where she could re-enter her children 
in school the next day, after partak- 
ing of a warm breakfast that ceme 
from the young pastor’s pantry. The 
pastor knew, if no one else in the 
building did, that what he said was in 
DEED AND IN TRUTH. The mother 
and her two oldest daughters gave 
their hearts to God in that revival 
and joined the church and were 
faithful tithe-payers. The young pas- 
tor conducted a revival at another 
church and secured the money and 
paid the man who was so kind as to 
credit him. 


Dear ones, such loving in deed and 
in truth will prove to mankind that 
there is a genuine love without which 
all our talking is a meaningless noth- 
ing.
